It was realized that not only must esisting weeds be brought unde ry 
control and eradicated, but that much more efficient measures must be .aken 
und greater precautions observed to put a stop to the sowing of weed seeds | 
and the propagation of the weed plants. 

It is not possible in this article to discuss all the phases of this intricate 
problem, but at this scason of the year, when farmers are beginning to think 
about and plan their work for the spring, one factor may weil be stressed. 
That is, the importance of sowing good, clean seed and not a mixture of 
grain, good and bad, and weed seeds, 

The astounding discovery was made by the seed drill survey conducted 
in Saskatchewan that 70 per cent. of the seed sown in the province was 
lower than No, 2, due largely to the inefficient operation of farm fanning 
mills. In other words, while farmers and governmental authorities on the 
oue hand are fighting weeds, the farmers in the sowing of their crops are 
planting thousands of bushels of weed seeds. 

The first step towards victory over the weed enemy is to put an im-| 
mediate and definite stop to the planting of weed seeds in prepared soil. | 
li the propagation of weeds is continually carried on and assisted in this way, | 
it must be recognized that the weed menace will grow, and that finai vic- | 
tory will rest with it and not with the farmer. |

A child with a poor sense of 
pitch at the age of eight will have a 
poor sense of pitch all his life, no 
matter how much he may study and 
practice, The same is true of the 
sense of time and rest. Training 
only develops that which is possessed 
at birth, A realization of these 
facts would sove much useless tor- 
ture for music students and those 
who must listen to them, if facili- 
ties for making the tests were avail- 
able. 

A professor declares that no 
attempt should be made to force 
an unmusical child to learn music, 
as the result must be disappointing to 
all concerned, He says it is a trag- 
edy to drive an unmusical boy to 
practice several hours a day on a 
violin, “while at the same time you 
may be ruining a perfectly good 
mechanic, or architect, or second 
baseman.”

Captain Schattevaer, of Rotter:

looking vessel across the Atlantic in 
65 days in order to show the world 
that his boat is not such a freak as 
it looks. 

The old captain considers that too 
many lives are lost in sea disasters 
through the capsizing or sinking of 
the boats in which passengers or 


he has invented a type of craft which 
he claims is capable of withstanding 
any weather, and is absolutely un- 
sinkable. 

So he and his companions, G. A. 
Van de Laan aged 29, the mate, and

The boat has not even an auxil- 
jary engine, but if wind and weather 
are favorable, its sail will give it a 
speed of six knots,

A NEW SPRING IN 
MODEL A FORD CARS 


One of the prime secrets of the 
gmooth-riding quality and the strik- 


ingly noticeable balance of ‘the new 
Model A Ford car is the type of trans- 
verse, semielliptic springs with which 
it is equipped, 

The weight carried by an automo- 
vile or other spring-equipped vehicles 
is divided into two ¢lasses—the sprung 
weight and unsprung weight. The 
weight is all the weight suspended 
by flexible springs and the unsprung 
weight is the dead load carried be- 
low these flexible spring ends. If 
his dead weight below the springs is 
unusually heavy or out of propor‘ion 
in its ratio to the sprung weight 
above the springs the more powerful 
ind violent will be the thrust of the 
oad shocks delivered against, the 
frame, body and motor of the car 
and the more difficult to absorb, 

For many reasons, the semi-elliptic 
transverse spring was choosen for

Ford rest on their flexible ends, with 
their heavy centres uppermost, in 
which position they become a part of 
the sprung or cushioned weight,

The Gleichen Call, 
Sir, 

The changing of the school system 
of Alberta is a subject that is of vital 
importance to every taxpayer in the 
Province, 

The minister of education, Hon. Per- 
rin Baker, when he took office several 
years ago, discharged as a matter 
of economy) 60 per cent of the school 
inspectors, 

Was the system better for the dis- 
charge of those inspectors? 

I consider worse, for the reason 
that our schools are not inspected of- 
ten enough. 

What become of those ex-inspect- 
ors; did he find them other work? 

Mr. Baker now wants to add 75 
per cent more inspectors or “super- 
visors”, as he is pleased to call them, 
to be paid out of our already too 

eavy taxes. q ae 

Traveling expenses of supervisors 
and their assistants must be paid to 
a central point; a still further ex- 
pense to be met by taxation. 

No fixed rate of taxation other 
than 7\:mills is guaranteed, possibly 
7% more would be added or still more. 
Some fixed sum as a maxium of tax- 
ation should be given. 

Objection could be raised to the 
building of new school houses, which 
older districts «would have to help 
pay for, after struggling for years 
to pay off the debentures on their own 
schools. 

.. The new system would leave open a 
chance for patronage or political pre- 
ferance, 

Teachers hired by the government 
would be apt to think they were be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the local 
board of trustees. 

It would take away the close fam- 
ily touch between teachers and trus- 
tees, 

The idea is to take the supervision 
form the different districts. 3 

It is doubtful if the necessary num- 
ber of supervisions could be found in 
each district, unless from those par- 
ties who are on the look out for such 
political jobs. And would they be 
sligible to discharge the duties of sup- 
orvisors? 

People in the outlying districts 
located on that land because it was 
cheap. They did it with their eyes 
open. They gave no thought then to 
the education of their children, but 
they are anxious now for someone else 
to do it for them. ; 

I can hear a whisper among some of 
co-operation, Just so, but the same 
people who are strongly for the new 
system of equalizing school taxes, arc 
just as strongly against the equaliz- 
ing of hail insurance, because they 
don’t get any hail, 

I may not understand this question 
in all its ramifications, and and always 
open to conviction, 

I would like very much to hear the 
point of view from others. 

As I see it now the proposed new 
system cannot help but increase the 
taxes of this district.
